The time Is near at hand when the 


^itlsens of Florida must operate their 
Tnotor vehicles under a new law gov 
-eming the operation ot such modes of 
travel and transportation 
The new 


Uw goes into effect next Tuesday, 
"ence It will be well for all who 
-own such vehicles to inform them- 


flelves as to the requirements ot the 


T00 law flrst provides that no per- 


•on who resides in the state of Flori- 
,da can, after next Tuesday, operate 
an automobile or other motor-driven 
vehicle without having flrst paid a 
MM license tax to the comptroller of 
tte state ot Florida and received from 
him and attached thereto two metal 
numbered plates, and no automobile 
manufacturer or dealer can engage In 
business on and after that date with 
out registering and/paying state H- 
cense taxes 


The law also provides that no per 


son shall operate or drive a mptor 
vehicle who Is under H years of age 
anless such person Is accompanied 
by a duly licensed chauffeur or by the 
owner of the motor vehicle being op 


uuu., the new law the speed limit 


s fixed at 25 miles an hour on the 
pabllc highways and provides for a 
toe of ?100 for exceeding this limit 
or an alternative of six months In Jal 
or both, in the discretion of the trial 
court or judge 
Further if the view 


is obstructed or when approaching a 
crossing or intersecting highway, or 
when traversing a bridge or sharp 
turn, or a steep descent, or a curve 
in the highway, the law says the speed 
must be reduced to ten miles an 
hour, and those who violate this sec 
Uon are subject to the same penalty 
-as above 
. 
The law provides for the paying of 


a graduate fee or license before any- 
one can operate a motor vehicle In 
this state 
The fee is .governed by 


the horsepower and seating capacity 
•of the vehicle to be operated. .

than those furnished by the comptrol-

The new law Is a very drastic one 


and It behooves every automobile 
owner and operator to possess him- 
self of a copy in order to be correctly 
Informed as to Its renulrements The 
edict has gone forth Instructing the 
sheriffs of the state to enforce- the law 
to its last letter, hence It Is up to the 
automoblllsts to do as the Jaw says,

LUBRICANT. 


Farmers In the vicinity of New 
myrna, and in fact all over central 
nd south Florida, are appealed to br 
he war department to aid In maUnc 
he government's big aerial warfare 
program possible by growing castor 
beans, from which oil may be mada 
or lubrication 


Castor oil is the only dependable 


ubricant tor airplane motors, and 
there Is a scarcity of castor oil 
So 


serious is this scarcity that the war 
department Is trying to encourage th« 
srowth of more castor beans by mak- 
ing contracts with farmers for their 
production, and agreeing to buy the 
crop at a fixed price which offers big 
returns to the growers 


A letter received here this week 


from the office ot the chief signal 
officer of the war department an- 
nounces that the government will 
furnish the seed at cost and make 
contracts to buy the bean crop at 
$350 per bushel delivered at the. 
nearest railroad station 


It looks like this Is not only a big 


chance for Florida farmers to help 
the government but to make big 
money in doing so Castor beans will 
grow and mature here with little dif- 
ficulty and this section of the state 
should be able to furnish enough, 
beans to insure a sufficient oil supply 
tor a large part of the big neet ot 
airplaneb being constructed and the 
growers should be able to make good 
money out of the crop 


The letter from 
the war depart- 


ment is as follows 


In order that the supply of castor 


oil for airplane motors may be assur- 
ed the government Is entering into 
agreements with responsible planters 
for the growing of a limited area ot 
castor beans in the 1918 crop season 


•The salient features of the con. 


tract are as follows 


"(a) Price of »360 per 4« pound 


bushel, f o b near railway guar- 
anteed 


"(b) No agreement will be made 


with any one contractor for the plant- 
Ing or subcontracting of more than 
10,000 acres, and only so much of thla 
amount as on investigation proves ad-

"(c)- Subcontractors are to be pala 
ot less than »3 per bushel for beans 
rown by them 


• (A) Government will furnish seed 
t cost plus transportation charges, to 
be paid for in cash or out of the first 
ales to the government as the con- 
ractor desires 


(e) Payments by the government 


will bo made on delivery 


(f) Contraitor required to furnish 


a small bond ($1 per acre) as evi- 
dence of good faith, this bond only to 
guarantee an eltort to produce 
Mis no bearing on the amount 
vested "

STRUCTED TO ENFORCE THE 


LAW REGARDLESS OF WHO IT 


HITS. 


The time Is near at hand when the 


•^ttixena of Florida must operate their 
-motor vehicles under a new law gor 
•eming the operation ot such modes ot 
travel and transportation 
The new 


law goes into effect next Tuesday, 
hence it will be well for all who 
-own snch vehicles to Inform them- 
selves as to the requirements of the 
-new law. 


The law Brat provides that no per- 


son who resides In the state of Flori 
«Ja can, after next Tuesday, operate 
an automobile or other motor-driven 
vehicle without having first paid a 
state license tax to tbe comptroller ot 
the state ot Florida and received from 
him and attached thereto two metal 
numbered plates, and no automobile 
-manufacturer or dealer can engage in 
business on and after that date with 
out registering and 'pay ing state li- 
cense taxes r 
The law also provides that no per 


son shall operate or drive a mptor 
vehicle who is under 14 years of age 
unless such person is accompanied 
by a duly licensed chauffeur or by the 
owner of the motor vehicle being op 
•erated 
„ Under the new law the speed limit 
s fixed at 25 miles an hour on the 
pjblic highways and provides for a 
fine of ?100 for exceeding this limit 
or an alternative of six months In jail 
or both, in the discretion of the trial 
court or judge 
Further if the view 


is obstructed or when approaching a 
crossing or intersecting highway, or 
when traversing a bridge or sharp 
turn, or a steep descent, or a curve 
In the highway, the law says the speed 
must be reduced to ten miles an 
hour, and those who violate this sec 
tion are subject to the same penalty 
•as above 


The law provides for the paying ot 


a graduate tee or license before any- 
one can operate a motor vehicle In 
this state 
The fee is .governed by 


the horsepower and seating capacity 
•of the vehicle to be operated. .

Farmers in tbe vicinity of New 


Smyrna, and in fact all over central 
and south Florida, are appealed to by 
the war department to aid In making 
the government's big aerial warfare 
program possible by growing cantor 
beans, from which oil may be made 
for lubrication 


Castor oil is the only dependable) 


lubricant for airplane motors, and 
there is a scarcity of castor oil 
So 


serious is this scarcity that the war 
department Is trying to encourage the 
growth of more castor beans by mak- 
ing contracts with farmers for their 
production, and agreeing to "buy the 
crop at a fixed price which offers big 
returns to the growers 


A letter received here this week 


from the office of the chief signal 
officer of the war department 
an- 


nounces that the government will 
furnish the seed at cost and make 
contracts to buy the bean crop at 
$3 50 per bushel delivered at the 
nearest railroad station 


It looks like this is not only a big 


chance for Florida farmers to help 
the government but to make big 
money in doing so Castor beans will 
grow and mature here with little dif- 
ficulty and this section of the state 
should be able to furnish enough, 
beans to insure a sufficient oil supply 
for a large part of the big fleet oC 
airplane;, being constructed and the 
growers should be able to make good 
money out of the crop 


The letter from 
the war depart- 


ment is as follows 


In order that the supply of castor 


oil for airplane motors may be assur- 
ed the government Is entering into 
agreements with responsible planters 
for the growing of a limited area ot 
castor beans In the 1918 crop season 


"The salient features ot the con* 


tract are as follows 


"(a) 
Price of $350 per 46 pound 


bushel, f o b near railway guar- 
anteed 


"(b) No agreement will be made 


with any one contractor for the plant- 
ng or subcontracting of more than 
10,000 acres, and only so much of tab 
amount as on Investigation proves ad- 
visable 


"(c> Subcontractors are to be paid 


not less than $3 per bushel for beans 
grown by them 


' (A) Government will furnish seed 


at cost plus transportation charges, to 
be paid for In cash or out of the first 
sales to the government as the con- 
.ractor desires 


(e) Payments by the government 


will be made on delivery 


(f) Central tor required to furnish 


a small bond ($1 per acre) as evt- 
dence of good faith, this bond only to 
guarantee an eltort to produce and 
has no bearing on the amount 
vested "

It seems~raOrer odd that blsV"7 


should take the trouble to record 
death, on January l, 1830, of so 
portant a person as Thomas Hobson, a 
carrier of Cambridge, England.

and enforced a rule that required for 
each one of them a certain measure of 
rest Those which had not hud their 
proper time of rest he would not al- 
low to go out. "This or none," he 
would say, Indicating the horse that 
was available for hire. Whence came 
the familiar term, "Hobson's choice, 
this or none." 


On the first dny of January, 1778, 


the town of Norfolk, Ta., was burned, 
not by the British, who were threaten- 
ing the place, but by Its American In- 
Imbltnnts. Lord Dunmore, the royal 
governor of the colony, having aban- 
doned the tonn nod sought safety on 
board of a ship (one of a number of 
•vessels that were under bis command 
In the harbor), found himself la^»> 
tress for provisions. 
' " ^ 


The frigate Liverpool, on arriving, 


threatened to turn her guns loose upon 
Norfolk, because the people refined to' 
furnish food supplies, but In response 
the Inhabitants set fire to their houses 
and even wiped out the plantations 
(or a long distance back from the wa- 
ter, In order that nothing In the way 
of subsistence might be obtainable by 
the enemy. 


Exactly five years later, on Janu- 


ary 1, 1781, an Incident very alarming 
to the cause of the American colon- 
ists occurred at Morrlstown, N. J. It 
was nothing less than a revolt of 
troops of the Pennsylvania line, who 
ud enlisted for three years' service. 
The term, having expired, they de- 
manded their discharge. The Incipient 
rebellion was promptly suppressed, 
however. 


On the first day of January, 1801, 


the astronomer Plant, at Palermo, dis- 
covered Ceres, the first of the minor 
planets, or go-called "asteroids," re- 
vealed by the telescope. It Is IMS 
ten 000 miles in diameter, Since 
then a great many of these baby (to- 
ten of the earth have been "spotted" 
by enterprising etar-gacers, though 
none of them if so big as Oeres. One 
of them, Eros, la twins, two little 
globes revolving about each other. Up 


date, 822 of these minor planets 


have been discovered.
